SAYS CAMPAIGN 
SYSTEM NOW DUE 
FOR CLEANING UP 


Senato r Bo rah Deno unced 
Practices o f Financing 
Po litical Aspiratio ns 


By The Asso ciated Press. 
W ASHINGTON, 
Jan. 
7.—The 
A m erican political cam paign system 
is due for a thorough cleaning. In the 
opinion of Senator Borah .republican, 
Idaho. 
H e m ade k nown his views in an 
address last night before the citizens 
com m ittee of one thousand for law 
observance 
and 
enforcement, 
in 
which he uttered a sweeping denun­ 
ciation of w hat he said was the pres­ 
ent practice of 
having 
campaigns 
financed by those interested in leg 
islation 
and governm ent 
policies, 
and called for a showdown on the 
question by the political parties In 
19 28. 
Declaring the ex isting system in­ 
evitably “m ust bend the governm ent 
to the benefit of the few," the Idaho 
senator said it would “indefinitely be 
b e tte r for the peoide of this country 
to have political parties treated as 
quasi-governmental 
institutions 
to 
the ex tent at least of the government 
tak ing care of the actual legitimate 
cost of a cam paign rathe r than to en­ 
counter the evils of private financ­ 
ing." 
He said he did not regard the bus­ 
iness interests as 
more 
to 
blame 
than political parties and 
asserted 
that the “ period of unparalleled cor­ 
ruption" through which the country 
Is now passing “ is 
the 
inevitable 
harvest of our own deliberate and 
persistent planting." 
Although he mentioned no names. 
Senator Borah asserted “a 
gentle­ 
man In Chicago Interested in certain 
lines of business contributes heavily 
to a friend’s cam paign who is in a 
public position to serve his Inter- 
BStS." 
“This," he added “is fundamental- 
*y the basis of all these large cam 
palgn contributions. 
It was and is 
no different, bad as it is, and inde- 
’ensible as it is, from accepting con- 
’ributions of those vitally concerned 
s'ith tariff duties, the reduction of 
Income tax es, the 
enforcem ent 
of 
trust laws, and lik e m atter, as we 
ire constantly doing in every c a m ­ 
paign."

Makes Affidavit That De­ 
tro it “Threw i'o ur

CHICAGO, Jan. 7.—Arno ld Gandil. 
banished White So x first baseman, 
has swo rn in an affidavit that De­ 
tro it threw fo ur games to the Chica­ 
go team in 1917 and that almo st 
every member o f the White So x gave 
$45 to a fund subsequently turned 
o ver to the Tigers. 
The affidavit was made in the o f­ 
fice o f the Chicago Tribune, and the 
charges upho ld tho se made befo re 
Co mmissio ner Landis o n Wednesday 
by Swede Risberg. Gandil came here 
to testify in the resumptio n o f the 
hearing. 
In the affidavit Gandil maintained 
that he was the o ne who sent wo rd 
to the Detro it play ers that the So x 
wo uld reward them fo r “easing up.” 
Gandil said the frame up w’as made 
befo re the first o f tho .se fo ur games 
was play ed . 
“I met Bill James under the grand­ 
stand at Co miskey Park befo re the 
first game.” Gandil’s affidavit read 
Bill said to me ‘the.se are are go ing 
to be so me pretty so ft game.« .’ 
“And 1 said ‘weli, Bill, if it go es 
all right 1 will see that y o u are fixed 
up.’ ’’ 
Gandil o ffered to go befo re Kene- 
saw Mo untain Landi.s. ruler o f base­ 
ball at 4 o ’clo ck thi.s afterno o n. 
After 
reciting 
lil.s 
co nversatio n 
with James, the Tribune quo tes the 
affidavits as co ntinuing: 
“The fir,« t intimatio n that I had 
that it was generally kno wn amo ng 
the

night after the first ball games in

when 
Ro wland. 
Schalk, Eddie Co llins and Gleaso n 
were discussing ho w easily we had 
wo n the game: they mentio ned dif­ 
ferent things that had happened dur­ 
ing the day and Lddic Co llins made 
the remark ho w terrible the games 
lo o ked.’’

I 
o nly kno w that it was the general 
talk amo ng the fello ws that Detro it 
had been pretty friendly with us in 
September when we needed it and 
we o ught to do so mething lo r them.” 
Gandil’s 
affidavit 
substantiated 
Swede Risberg’s sto ry , except in o ne 
particular. (Jaiuiil said it was po s­ 
sible that .so me o f the So x play ers 
co ntributed to the fund thinking it 
to be a present fo r the Detro it pitch­ 
ers and no t the pay ment o f cro o ked 
mo ney . 
Candil said he wo uld repeat his 
sto ry to Co mmissio iier Landis to dav,

that subsequently a fund o f mo ney 
was raised to which all save o ne o r 
two o f the White So x team co ntribut­ 
ed $15 a piece: and that subsequent­ 
ly the mo ney was delivered by me to 
Bill James, a pitcher fo r Detro it. 
“At the time the series began Chi­ 
cago was two and o ne half games in 
the lead. The winning o f fo ur games 


wo uld 
make 
Chicago 's 
pennant 
chances almo st sure; 
whereas the 
lo ss o f even half tho se games w’o uld! 
cut the margin o f the So x o ver Bo .s- 
to n to almo st no thing. 
“Our club left Chicago after tho se 
fo ur games. 
It was upo n o ur return] 
that I first heard mentio n o f what 
we o ught to do fo r the Detro it play ­ 
ers. So me o ne suggested giving them 
a suit o f clo thes. 
We finally decided 
that befo re the 
seaso n 
ended 
we 
wo uld give the Detro it pitchers abo ut 
$200 a piece. That meant that every ­ 
o ne o f us wo uld kick in with $45.” 
The mo ney was co llected Septem­ 
ber 28.

Turner 
instantly.

Cock rill declared in court that he 
could remember nothing

Thursday by Senator Wheeler demo­ 
crat, Montana, to investigate wheth­

spectre 
of a 
Mexican- 
fostered bolshevlst hegemony inter­ 
vening between the United States 
and the Pan-American Canal” had 
thrust itself into American-Mexican 
relations. 
Reading on the senate floor the 
statement of Secretary Kellogg on 
that subject, the Montana senator 
urged that the committee call repre­ 
sentatives of the Associated Press, 
the International News Service and 
the United Press for questioning as 
to the source of the dispatches. 
“If it be true,” Senator Wheeler 
said, “that the state department has 
been giving out loose propaganda 
for the purpose of stirring up the 
people of this country against 
a 
friendly nation, the people are en­ 
titled to k now’ it, and if such is 
the case, Mr. Kellogg should not re­ 
main as secretary of state.”

HOSPITAL BEING 
FinED UP FOR 
NEGRO CITIZENS 


Old Bey eler Ho me Under­ 
g o ing Remo deling and 
Re-Furnishing 


For the first time in the history 
of Sedalia, the negroes are going 
to have a hospital of their own. 
This has been made possible by the 
purchase by the city of the Beyeler 
property, 700 
West Henry street, 
W’hich is 
being 
remodeled, 
and 
which when completed will be a 
most comfortable and w’cll equipped 
hospital building. 
Mayor J. L. Babcock has been 
personally supervising the work on 
the building, and is leaving nothing 
undone to mak e it fill the needs of 
the negro population, in caring for 
their sick . 
The Beyeler property is Ideally 
located for a hospital. 
it stands 
on a hill, just across from Dunbar 
Park , has plenty of light, and is 
away from the noise of the city. 
There are three large rooms down* 
stairs, three upstairs, one of which 
has been prepared for an operating 
room. 
A large bathroom adjoins 
the operating room, and in addition 
to the first and second floor there 
is an attic which may be used for 
storage, 
a 
basement 
and 
a 
sun 
porch. 
The water and lights have no: 
been attached yet, but w’ill be soon 
and the building w’ill within a short 
time thereafter be ready for occu­ 
pancy. 
The M-K-T hospital Asso­ 
ciation has donated a number of 
beds, bedside tables, chair.s, wash 
stands, a dining room suite, and 
other articles of furniture, which 
has been used in the Katy hospital 
here. 
This furniture hag all been 
repainted, and will be placed in the 
building within the next few days. 
A negro w'oman, who under the 
law of Missouri, must be a graduate 
nurse, will be placed in charge of 
the hospital, and the patients will 
be assured the best of care. 
Eleven 
patients may be comfortably cared 
for at one time, and in cases of 
emergency additional beds may be 
installed, thus caring for three or 
four more. 
This hospital w’ill fill a long felt 
need in Sedalia. Heretofore the sick 
negroes, who w’ere dependent upon 
the city, have been placed in homes 
where the city paid someone to care 
for them. 
With the new hospital, 
they will not only receive the best 
attention, service that can hardly 
be given in private honu‘S. but the 
city can in this way care for th 
more ecouomictilly.

world its operas; let ja z z be recognized 
fo r w h a t it is, let better jazz be written, 
l)ut do not try to m ake it any th ing but 
j a z z . ” 
G ranting 
all 
th a t Mr. Erskine sets 
forth , does it not remain 
th a t 
artistic 
groups are not alone possible, but prob­ 
able? 
Americans pay great sums to sup­ 
port companies wh ich represent th e best 
ojieras in th e best sty le. 
Is th is not evi­ 
dence th a t along th ese listening Ameri­ 
cans th ere are some wh o are not only 
capable but eligible to compose just as 
ex cellent 
operas 
as E uropeans 
create? 
J a z z h as captured th e imagination of Eu­ 
rop eans with out driving out th e groups 
wh ich still turn to opera. 
J a z z 
and 
action 
are 
closely 
related 
w h ereas th e music of th e opera appeals 
to minds wh ich are more cultivated, but 
ii is too much to believe th a t because jazz 
predominates in th e United States, all th e 
people are under its th rill.

"Edward’s career as a journalist 
had its beg inning wheti he was yet 
a boy. 
At the age of 14 he wrote 
a story which had a w'ide circula­ 
tion. 
Even before this time he had

typesetting 
on

Royal Gazette. 
‘‘When 
15 
years 
old, 
Edwards 
came 
to 
Missouri and 
settled 
at 
Lex ington. 
He came west at the 
solicitation of Thomas J. Yerby, a 
relative. 
It was during his 
resi­ 
dence in Lex ing ton that Edwards 
learned the printing trade. 
Here 
he worked until the opening of the 
civil war w'hen he enlisted in the 
command of General J. O. Shelby. 
"Edw’ard’s 
service 
in 
the 
con­ 
federate array w-as quite typical of 
his nature. 
A born fighter, with 
a courage 
and 
a 
determination 
that no union gun could defy. 
Ed­ 
wards W'as promoted several times 
for his skill and personal bravery. 
He became brigadier g eneral with 
the rank of major, and was also 
made adjutant g eneral in the di­ 
vision. 
This southern hero was in

wards became one of the members

Af­ 
ter a short stay w'ith the Dispatch 
he joined the staff of the St. Louis 
Times.
